empty stomachs at the 
Boys and Girls Club of Ukiah. 
According to Erika Barrish, 
director of educational services, 
this year’s Ninth-Annual Chili 
Cookoff raised $20,000, with 
much of that money going 
toward the Boys and Girls Club 
of Ukiah. 

Each year the Chili Cookoff 
-- sponsored again this year by 
Granite Construction -- is held 
at the Alex R. Thomas Plaza 
with local businesses and 
groups preparing chili for the 
sake of helping local kids, as 
the money earned for the 
Cookoff goes to the Boys and 
Girls Club of Ukiah. 

“As a non-profit we depend 
very heavily on community 
support,” Barrish explained 
Monday. “We couldn’t exist if 
we didn’t have community sup- 
port. 

“It’s important to get Ukiah 
involved, as a whole, in the 
future of these kids. Our phi- 
losophy is to help kids become 
responsible mature adults. To 
get the community in on that is 
crucial to what we do.” 

An institution in the Ukiah 
community for more than 10 
years, the Boys and Girls Club 
of Ukiah has spent that time 
working to increase and expand 
its mostly after-school service 
to the community while offer- 
ing a fun and safe, supervised 
environment for children. The 
club’s service expansion culmi- 
nated earlier this year with a 
move to its new permanent 
home at the Alex Rorabaugh 
Cultural and Recreational 
Center. 

Many children also come to 
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the Boys and Girls Club to get 
tutoring, computer training, 
homework help and 
mentoring. And this year, the 
Boys and Girls Club of Ukiah 
teamed up with the Mendocino 
Transit Authority to begin 
offering an after-school bus 
program to students, making it 
easier for the more than 100 
students who participate in the 
programs to attend. 

But those programs wouldn’t 
be possible without the club’s 
staff, which Barrish said was 
an integral part in the club’s 
success. She went on to explain 
that much of the money 
received from the Chili 
Cookoff helps to support the 
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staff’s payroll while also keep- 
ing the facilities open. 

“Much of the money goes to 
support the club and our great- 
est financial investment: the 
staff,” Barrish said. “Our staff 
works very hard and we make 
sure they are compensated 
appropriately. A lot of the 
money goes to support the 
staff, staff trainings and other 
building costs as well.” 

With nine successful Chili 
Cookoffs completed and more 
to come, Barrish said she’s 
excited to continue seeing the 
community unite for a cause 
she holds dear to her heart. 

“Seeing the community 
come out in such force in sup-

WILLITS - Salary negotiations 
have broken down between the 
Willits Unified school board and 
the Willits Teachers Association, 
and both sides have agreed to 
mediation. 

The district is offering the teach- 
ers a 1.5 percent pay increase plus 
a modest increase to the union’s 
health benefits provision, for a 
total increase of 1.83 percent. 

The teachers are pointing to 
larger increases in other sectors of 
the district’s staff. 

“When you look at it as percent- 
ages of the total district payroll, 
what administration getting paid is 
going up, what management is get- 


ting paid is going up. But what 
teachers are getting paid is going 
down,” said John Haschak, presi- 
dent of the Willits Teachers 
Association. 

In a statement to the board of 
trustees at the Nov. 7 meeting, 
Haschak said teachers were being 
paid 46 percent of the total district 
payroll in 2002 but only 40 percent 
in 2007. 

Paula Nunez, WTA lead nego- 
tiator, put it differently. “They got 
a 4.5 percent cost of living adjust- 
ment from the state. That went 
across the board, for all sectors of 
their budget. We figure they can 
afford to offer us more than 1.5 
percent.”

This morning at 0800, I assisted another 
veteran and fellow county employee, Bob 
Morgan, in raising the POW/MIA flag in 
front of the County Department of 
Transportation (DOT) on Lake Mendocino 
Drive. On this special day, it is most appro- 
priate to reflect on the sacrifice and total 
devotion to duty rendered by present/former 
Prisoners of War and Missing in Action - and 
by other veterans, especially those now on 
active duty in hostile environments.

Benazir Bhutto put 
under house arrest again 


LAHORE, Pakistan (AP) — Opposition 
leader Benazir Bhutto was placed under 
house arrest for the second time in four 
days to prevent her staging a march on 
Tuesday to protest emergency rule, police 
said. A close aide to the former prime min- 
ister said she would try to lead the 185- 
mile procession anyway. 

The showdown intensified the political 
crisis engulfing Pakistan and further cloud- 
ed the prospect of a pro-U.S. alliance 
against rising Islamic extremism forming 
between Bhutto and President Gen. Pervez 
Musharraf. 

Bhutto’s aide, Sen. Safdar Abbasi, said 
the seven-day detention order was not 
binding because neither Bhutto nor one of 
her representatives had been served with 
the document. 

“We will go ahead with the march,” he 
told The Associated Press. 

Aftab Cheema, the chief of operations 
of Lahore city police, told the AP that a 
Bhutto representative had received the 
order issued by the government of Punjab 
province, where Bhutto has been staying at 
the house of a lawmaker from her party. 


Durability of security gains 
in Iraq will be tested 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The first big 
test of security gains linked to the U.S. 
troop buildup in Iraq is at hand. The mili- 
tary has started to reverse the 30,000- 
strong troop increase and commanders are 
hoping the drop in insurgent and sectarian 
violence in recent months — achieved at 
the cost of hundreds of lives — won’t 
prove fleeting. 

The current total of 20 combat brigades 
is shrinking to 19 as the 3rd Brigade, 1st 
Cavalry Division, operating in volatile 
Diyala province, leaves. The U.S. com- 
mand in Baghdad announced on Saturday 
that the brigade had begun heading home 
to Fort Hood, Texas, and that its battle 
space will be taken by another brigade 
already operating in Iraq.

Between January and July — on a 
schedule not yet made public — the force 
is to shrink further to 15 brigades. The total 
number of U.S. troops will likely go from 
167,000 now to 140,000-145,000 by July, 
six months before President Bush leaves 
office and a new commander in chief 
enters the White House. 

As the U.S. troop reductions proceed, it 
should become clear whether the so-called 
“surge” strategy that increased the U.S. 
troop presence in and around Baghdad 
resulted in any lasting gains against sectar- 
ianism. Critics note that the divided gov- 
ernment in Baghdad has made few, if any, 
strides toward political reconciliation that 
the Americans have said is crucial. 


7 killed, as Hamas 
breaks up Fatah rally 


GAZA CITY, Gaza Strip (AP) — A rally 
of more than 250,000 Fatah supporters 
ended in mayhem Monday, with Hamas 
police opening fire and protesters hurling 
rocks or running for cover. Seven civilians 
were killed and dozens were wounded in 
the violence between Palestinian factions. 

The demonstration in a Gaza City 
square, marking the Nov. 11, 2004 death of 
iconic Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat, 
posed the strongest challenge to Hamas 
rule in Gaza since the Islamic militant 
group seized the impoverished territory by 
force in June. The images of Hamas police- 
men facing off against large groups of 
rock-throwers challenged Hamas’ claim 
that it has established tight control. 

Fatah’s unexpected show of strength 
was also its most persuasive argument that 
its leader, moderate Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas, has a mandate to renew 
peacemaking with Israel at a U.S.-hosted 
Mideast conference in Maryland later this 
month. 

The march started out peacefully after 
Palestinians in buses, on foot and on don- 
key carts streamed into a large sandy lot by 
the Mediterranean. Waving yellow Fatah 
flags, the crowd cheered and whistled as 
the movement’s remaining leaders in Gaza 
— most had fled to the West Bank in June 
— delivered hopeful speeches about a 
comeback. 

But the rally quickly descended into 
chaos and bursts of gunfire as the crowd 
was beginning to leave. Fatah stone-throw- 
ers clashed with armed Hamas policemen. 


White House directed to 
preserve archive e-mails 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A federal 
judge Monday ordered the White House to 
preserve copies of all its e-mails, a move 
that Bush administration lawyers had 
argued strongly against. 

U.S. District Judge Henry Kennedy 
directed the Executive Office of the 
President to safeguard the material in 
response to two lawsuits that seek to deter- 
mine whether the White House has 
destroyed e-mails in violation of federal 
law. 

The White House is seeking dismissal of 
the lawsuits brought by two private groups 
— Citizens for Responsibility and Ethics 
in Government and the National Security 
Archive. 

The organizations allege the disappear- 
ance of 5 million White House e-mails. 
The court order issued by Kennedy, an 
appointee of President Clinton, is directed 
at maintaining backup tapes which contain 
copies of White House e-mails. 


Attorney: Finnish shooter 
had chatted with Pa. teen 
online about Columbine 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — A teenager 
who admitted plotting a school attack near 
Philadelphia had chatted online about the 
Columbine massacre with a teenage out- 
cast who killed eight people and himself in 
a high school shooting in Finland, the 
Pennsylvania boy’s attorney said Monday. 

But the teen was “horrified” when he 
found out about the Finnish attack and said 
he never would have suspected him of fol- 
lowing through on a violent act, the attor- 
ney said. 

Finnish police said material seized from 
the computer of Pekka-Eric Auvinen sug- 
gests the 18-year-old had communicated 
online with Dillon Cossey, 14, who was 
arrested in October for allegedly preparing 
a attack at Plymouth Whitemarsh High 
School in suburban Philadelphia. 

Cossey’s attorney, J. David Farrell, said 
he showed Auvinen’s online screen name 
to his client Monday and he rememebered 
communicating with him about video 
games and the 1999 Columbine massacre 
in Colorado and exchanging videos they 
found on the Internet.

Benefits 


So say marketing gurus: 
“People don’t buy what they 
need; they buy what they want.” 
In common language that means 


the majority of decisions 
(whether buying a product or into 
an idea) are based on feelings 
before fact. That’s not to say 
we’ re irrational; it is to admit that 
emotion puts the key in the 
engine and turns it on, logic 
steers. 

To lock in this concept, count- 
less people need to stop smoking; 
virtually each one would agree. 
Why don’t they do it? They don’t 
want to. There are folks who need 
to get out of bad relationships, 
find new jobs, and rearrange 
unhealthy lifestyles. Why don’t 
they do it? Again, they don’t want 
to. 

And prior to going on a diet, I 
— as every other obese person on 
the planet — desperately needed 
to lose weight. Even though I suf- 
fered brutal chest pains, felt my 
life was out of control, and my 
self-esteem was non-existent; I 
still possessed unlimited excuses 
about why I couldn’t go on a diet. 
The genuine reason was I simply 
didn’t want to. Plain. Simple. To 
the point. 

We start wanting to change 
when we focus on what we will 
get from the process of change, 
“benefits” as they are referred to 
in sales lingo. What propelled me 
was when I accepted that my mar- 
riage was failing. Upon that real- 
ization; it occurred to me I might 
end up lonely if I didn’t do some 
personal remodeling. Suddenly, I 
very much wanted to transform, 
to be attractive. (Truth be told, if 
women considered a 250-pound, 
44-inch, flabby, middle age man 
with low esteem, backaches and 
chest pains to be a “catch,” I 


might never have lost the 
weight.) 

I needed to change for years; 
yet remained stagnant. The 


instant I wanted to, I began. Want 
to inspire someone, including 
you? Speak to the emotions 
before the intellect; you’ll be 
ahead every time. 

Contrary beings, we humans 
can be, so even though we start 
seeking happiness, control, ener- 
gy, attractiveness, flexibility, 
self-esteem, pride, or a longer life 
(among others); we lose sight of 
the benefits and begin paying 
attention only on the figure illu- 
minated on the scale. That numer- 
al is simply a reflection, a short- 
lived snapshot; one miniscule, 
trivial segment in a vast, expan- 
sive, exhilarating landscape of all 
that’s shifting.

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Cigarette tax may doom healthcare reform

SACRAMENTO -- Searching for 
ways to fund their plan for universal 
health care, Democrats this week 
turned to an easy-to-vilify target: 
tobacco. They proposed a $2-a-pack 
cigarette tax that would generate 
nearly $2 billion a year and, support- 
ers say, carry the added benefit of 
curbing smoking, a worthy goal in 
the context of health care reform. 

Problem is, it might be the very 
thing that dooms health care reform. 

A new cigarette tax would be tan- 
tamount to a declaration of war on 
Big Tobacco, which last year spent 
more than $65 million to defeat a 
$2.60-per-pack tax on the ballot and 
just this week easily turned back an 
attempt in Oregon to raise tobacco 
taxes. 

“You can bet they would aggres- 
sively fight it, and I don’t think 
they’d be alone,” said Sacramento 
political consultant Frank Schubert, 
who advised tobacco companies dur- 
ing last year’s ballot campaign. 

Any attempt to overhaul health 
care is bound to invite opposition, 
given the huge financial stakes in the 
system. And the tobacco tax idea is 
just one example of the difficult bal- 
ance that Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger and Democrats are 
struggling to strike at the negotiating 
table: achieving meaningful reform 
without triggering insurmountable 
opposition. 

The challenge is amplified by the 
fact that any health care proposal is 
certain to end up on the ballot, where 
interest groups can spend tens or 
even hundreds of millions of dollars 
to defeat it. 

“Everyone knows that a $100 mil- 
lion opposition campaign is an over- 
whelming proposition,” the gover- 
nor’s communications director, 
Adam Mendelsohn, said. 
Schwarzenegger, who made his 
opposition to taxes the centerpiece of 
his re-election campaign, so far is 
resisting the tobacco proposal. 

To Democrats, the tobacco tax is 
the best in a lineup of bad choices to 
close a roughly $2 billion gap to pro- 
vide universal health care. With more 
than more than 6.5 million 
Californians uninsured for all or part 
of the year -- 20 percent of the popu- 
lation -- extending insurance to 


everyone is expected to cost more 
than $14 billion a year. 

One early idea was to raise the 
state sales tax, but it was scrapped 
after polling showed it was unpopu- 
lar with voters. 

More recently, Schwarzenegger 
resuscitated his earlier proposal to 
lease the state lottery to a private 
operator and then use the proceeds to 
help finance his health care plan. But 
Democrats balked, doubting, among 
other things, that the move would 
generate anywhere near the amount 
of money the governor claimed. 

So this week, Assembly Speaker 
Fabian Nunez, D-Los Angeles, and 
Senate President pro Tem Don 
Perata, D-Oakland, settled on the 
tobacco tax. Perata, who opposed the 
cigarette tax on last year’s ballot, 
clearly did not relish the idea but said 
he went along with it in the interest 
of trying to reach a deal with the gov- 
ernor. 

But Schwarzenegger insists that 
leasing the lottery would be a more 
reliable source of money. Still, he 
and Democrats have significantly 
narrowed their differences on other 
issues, and hope to approve a plan by 


the end of the month and then collect 
signatures for a ballot initiative next 
year. 

Striking a deal in the Legislature, 
however, will mean little if voters 
ultimately reject the plan at the ballot 
box. With mixed success, 
Schwarzenegger has lobbied this 
year to enlist support for his health 
plan from business interests, which 
bankrolled a campaign in 2004 to 
overturn legislation that would have 
extended insurance to more than 1 
million people. 

Political observers expect that 
insurance giant Blue Cross would 
lead a charge against the kind of 
health care reforms Schwarzenegger 
and Democrats are contemplating. 
The question is, who would join 
them? 

In another point of contention 
with the governor, Democrats includ- 
ed a provision in their plan to allow 
bulk purchasing of prescription 
drugs. While supporters say the pro- 
posal would lower prices for con- 
sumers, it could also draw major 
opposition from the well-heeled 
pharmaceutical industry. 

As for tobacco, backers of the pro- 


posed cigarette tax -- which would be 
on top of the current 87 cents-a-pack 
tax -- acknowledge the industry’s 
political might. But they say the mil- 
lions that tobacco companies would 
likely spend against a health care ini- 
tiative wouldn’t necessarily ensure 
defeat, given the industry’s low 
standing among the public. 

“If you have all of the health care 
community backing reform, I think it 
can trump the money spent by tobac- 
co,” said Kris Deutschman, a politi- 
cal consultant who advised last 
year’s failed campaign to raise the 
tobacco tax. “Because all they have 
is money and self-interest.” 

Tim Hodson, a former legislative 
staffer who now directs Sacramento 
State University’s Center for 
Political Studies, acknowledged the 
difficulty Schwarzenegger and 
Democrats face in trying to placate 
potential opponents. 

But “the bottom line,” Hodson 
said, “is that if you avoid offending 
everybody, you have nothing worth 
fighting for.”

Scientists suggest cutting calories and carbon 
dioxide could help save lives and the planet

WASHINGTON -- America’s obesity epidemic 
and global warming might not seem to have much 
in common. But public health experts suggest peo- 
ple can attack them both by cutting calories and 
carbon dioxide at the same time. 

How? Get out of your car and walk or bike half 
an hour a day instead of driving. And while you’re 
at it, eat less red meat. That’s how Americans can 
simultaneously save the planet and their health, 
say doctors and climate scientists. 

The payoffs are huge, although unlikely to hap- 
pen. One numbers-crunching scientist calculates 
that if all Americans between 10 and 74 walked 
just half an hour a day instead of driving, they 
would cut the annual U.S. emissions of carbon 
dioxide, the chief greenhouse gas, by 64 million 
tons. 

About 6.5 billion gallons of gasoline would be 
saved. And Americans would also shed more than 
3 billion pounds overall, according to these calcu- 
lations. 

The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
is considering public promotion of the “co-bene- 
fits” of fighting global warming and obesity-relat- 
ed illnesses through everyday exercise, like walk- 
ing to school or work, said Dr. Howard Frumkin, 
director of the CDC’s National Center for 
Environmental Health. 

“A simple intervention like walking to school is 
a climate change intervention, an obesity interven- 
tion, a diabetes intervention, a safety interven- 
tion,” Frumkin told The Associated Press. “That’s 
the sweet spot.” 

Climate change is a deadly and worsening pub- 
lic health issue, said Frumkin and other experts. 
The World Health Organization estimated that 
160,000 people died in 2000 from malaria, diar- 
rhea, malnutrition and drownings from floods -- 
problems that public health and climate scientists 
contend were worsened by global warming. 
Officials predict that in the future those numbers 
will be higher. 

The American Public Health Association, which 
will highlight the health problems of global warm- 
ing in April, is seeking to connect obesity and cli- 
mate change solutions, said executive director Dr. 
Georges Benjamin. 

“This may present the greatest public health 
opportunity that we’ve had in a century,” said 
University of Wisconsin health sciences professor 
Dr. Jonathan Patz, president of the International 
Association for Ecology and Health. 

The key is getting people out of the car, Patz 
and Frumkin told the public health association at 
its annual convention. Reducing car travel in favor 
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of biking or walking would not only cut obesity 
and greenhouse gases, they said, it would also 
mean less smog, fewer deaths from car crashes, 
less osteoporosis, and even less depression since 
exercise helps beat the blues. 

In a little-noticed scientific paper in 2005, Paul 
Higgins, a scientist and policy fellow with the 
American Meteorological Society, calculated spe- 
cific savings from adopting federal government 
recommendations for half an hour a day of exer- 
cise instead of driving. 

The average person walking half an hour a day 
would lose about 13 pounds a year. And if every- 
one did that instead of driving the same distance, 
the nation would burn a total of 10.5 trillion calo- 
ries, according to the scientist, formerly with the 
University of California at Berkeley. At the same 
time, that would cut carbon dioxide emissions by 
about the same amount New Mexico produces, he 
said. 

“The real bang for the buck in reducing green- 
house gas emissions was from the avoided health 
expenses of a sedentary lifestyle,” said Higgins. 

But it’s not just getting out of the car that’s 
needed, said Dr. Robert Lawrence of the Johns 
Hopkins School of Public Health. A diet shift away 
from heavy meat consumption would also go far, 
he said, because it takes much more energy and 
land to produce meat than fruits, vegetables and 
grains. 
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Recent studies support that argument. Last year 
the United Nations Food and Agriculture 
Organization reported that the meat sector of the 
global economy is responsible for 18 percent of 
the world’s greenhouse gas emissions. Much of 
that is indirect, including the fertilizer needed to 
grow massive amounts of feed for livestock, ener- 
gy use in the whole growing process, methane 
released from fertilizer and animal manure, and 
transportation of the cattle and meat products. 

Similar calculations were made in a study in 
September in the medical journal Lancet. 

The average American man eats 1.6 times as 
much meat as the government recommends, 
Lawrence said. Some studies have shown eating a 
lot of red meat is linked to a higher risk for colon 
cancer. 

As for fighting obesity and global warming by 
walking and cycling, don’t expect people to do it 
easily, said Kristie Ebi. She’s a Virginia public 
health consultant and one of the lead authors of the 
Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change 
report. 

Citing the decades-long effort to curb smoking, 
she said, “It turns out changing people’s habits is 


very hard.”

No need for panic 


We are satisfied that the state and local 
environmental agencies have the demolition 
of the Masonite site well in hand and there’s 
no need for the apparent panic that has swept 
up two of our five supervisors. 

The uproar claiming pervasive toxic 
ground pollution and an imminent air quali- 
ty crisis is based on no evidence that we - or 
state or local experts - can find. Instead we 
have calls for halting the demolition, calls 
for a state takeover of the demolition and 
ridiculous assertions that the former 
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demolition of the buildings until a full 
inspection of potential hazardous wastes 
could be investigated before they come 
wafting over us, and running under us, in 
the air and water. During public input, Mr. 
John Graff piled on by stating: “it wasn’t 
that many months ago that these same peo- 
ple who are speaking now wanted 
Masonite saved... Now that that’s not going 
to happen it’s going to be a Love Canal? I 
can’t imagine why you would stop it unless 
you had facts.” The accusation being that 
we are simply being obstructionist and not 
truly concerned about the toxic issue, even 
though many of us here in this county have 
been involved in the issue of toxic chemi- 
cals for decades. 

Yes, we insist on keeping the Masonite 
site zoned for industrial uses. Yes, we are 
concerned that Masonite’s documented 
uses of harmful chemicals, and the long 
history in our country of illegal and mind- 
less dumping of toxic wastes by irresponsi- 
ble corporations to save money, could harm 
our personal health if not thoroughly and 
responsibly investigated by independent, 
overseeing agencies as we’ve requested. 
This is consistent with the recent Board of 
Supervisors formal adoption of the 
Precautionary Principles, which is “a moral 
and political principle which states that if 
an action or policy might cause severe or 
irreversible harm to the public, in the 
absence of a scientific consensus that harm 
would not ensue, the burden of proof falls 
on those who would advocate taking the 
action.” 

The County CEO and Board of 
Supervisors are attempting to reframe who 
is responsible by now calling it “the former 
Masonite site.” No, we will continue to call 
it by its honest descriptor name, the 
“Masonite Super Leakage Center” because, 
whether or not it has been sold to a new 
owner, the Masonite company itself and its 
executives are still morally and legally 
responsible for the consequences of their 


Masonite factory site is our own “Love 
Canal.” It unfortunately smacks simply of 
obstruction for the sake of obstruction. 

Perhaps the supervisors should have seen 
this coming when they swiftly approved the 
demolition with nary a word to the public. 

All we see thus far is a careful demolition 
of what was fast becoming a local eyesore. I 
seems to us that the leveling an old factory, 
paid for by private property owners, is a pos- 
itive step for the future of the site - whatev- 
er our community decides it should be. 
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actions while owning the site. We will also 
use the term “Leakage” because the profits 
from this proposed abomination will leak 
out of our community and go who knows 
where, and because there is potential leak- 
age of toxic chemicals into our community. 
This practice of renaming something, so as 
to divert attention from what it really is, 
needs to stop. And for the owner to use the 
term “crossroads” in their new name is also 
a misnomer. Our community crossroads is 
at Perkins and State streets, not on the free- 
way.

the morning.” 

Local business and political leaders who 
are pushing Dumb Growth (DAG) ahead -- 
Supervisors Pinches, Delbar, and 
Wattenburger, along with M/S Mayfield, 
Mulheran and Graff -- can access extensive

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Spitzer plan 
makes sense 


SAN DIEGO -- Hillary Clinton is taking flak for the 
roundabout way in which she answered a question 
about whether New York Gov. Eliot Spitzer was right 
to give driver's licenses to illegal immigrants. 

During a presidential debate, Clinton insisted that 
Spitzer was trying to fill the "vacuum" left by 
Washington's failure to pass comprehensive immigra- 
tion reform. Then Clinton insisted she never said that 
she supported the Spitzer plan, only that she under- 
stood the reasons for it. Then, she defended the plan. 
Finally, Clinton accused debate moderator Tim Russert 
of NBC News of playing "gotcha" by posing such a 
tough question. 

In light of her flip-flops, some critics compared 
Clinton to -- ouch -- John Kerry. That's funny. On the 
driver's license issue, I'm sort of a John Kerry in 
reverse. I was against the idea before I was for it. 

At first, I worried that by issuing licenses to illegal 
immigrants, we were being too accommodating. But 
then I heard about police chiefs who supported the idea 
because they wanted a way to keep track of those who 
use our roads and make sure that drivers have proper 
training and insurance. I also realized that the unli- 
censed and uninsured are more likely to flee the scene 
of an accident. And so it made sense to me to bring 
illegal immigrant drivers into the system. 

But I still didn't think that whatever license that ille- 
gal immigrants carry in their wallets should look simi- 
lar to the traditional driver's license carried by the rest 
of us -- especially given the additional security con- 
cerns that arose after the attacks of Sept. 11, 2001. 
Those concerns, however, help make the case for dri- 
ver's licenses for illegal immigrants despite the insis- 
tence of those who argue the opposite is true. 

Along comes Spitzer, with a common-sense solu- 
tion and the courage to see it through despite a 
firestorm of vitriol, protest, and -- his words -- "racist 
venom." The governor has devised a clever compro- 
mise in the form of a three-tiered system: a special, 
secured "enhanced driver's license" only available to 
U.S. citizens; a license that conforms to the require- 
ments of the federal Real ID Act, which sets nation- 
wide standards for licensing, and would be available to 
both U.S. citizens and legal residents; or one that 
would be used by illegal immigrants for driving and 
identification purposes within New York state, but not 
valid as an ID for boarding airplanes or crossing inter- 
national borders. That approach addressed most of my 
concerns. 

But not every Democratic candidate feels the same 
way. While Barack Obama supported giving driver's 
licenses to illegal immigrants, Chris Dodd opposed it. 
A few days after the debate, during an appearance on 
ABC News' "This Week," John Edwards said he was 
opposed if the illegal immigrants in question had not 
made a good-faith effort to become U.S. citizens, but 
would support it if they had made such an effort. 

The Bush administration has signed off on the plan, 
despite the unease of Homeland Security Secretary 
Michael Chertoff, who said he opposed giving any 
type of government-issued ID to illegal immigrants but 
that "federal law does allow states to make that 
choice." 

In California, Gov. Amold Schwarzenegger has 
been all over the map on this issue, and now he seems 
to be looking for a compromise that would address 
security concerns without rewarding unlawful behav- 
ior. 

As for Spitzer, he has made the correct choice -- 
even if it isn't the popular one. He has decided that 
New York's interest in determining who is in the state, 
and for what purpose, is vital enough that it can't be 
held hostage by the federal impasse over immigration 
reform or the all-or-nothing politics that kills the 
appetite for compromise. He has angered the extremes 
on both the right and the left, those who think he went 
too far or didn't go far enough. And he has provided a 
sensible alternative to what his more-conservative 
opponents seem to believe -- that if you ignore illegal 
immigrants, they'll go away. 

Most refreshing of all, when Spitzer took heat for 
his position -- whether it was from political opponents 
in Albany or petty demagogues on cable television -- 
he stood his ground. 

You see, Hillary. What the governor of New York 
has in mind makes sense. And the next time you're 
asked about it, just say so.

He got to see his best 
dog friend Tips and to eat 
all sorts of goodies since we 
no longer had to worry 
about his weight. He, in 
return, taught me another 
important lesson for a 
healthier lifeto appreciate 
those we hold most dear 
each day. 

As with so many other 
things in modern life, it is 
easy to rush through our 
days without stopping to 
spend time with our pets.

SEATTLE — The night 
started with rivers of rain cas- 
cading through the stands and 
the Qwest Field turf bubbling 
with water as drains backed 
up, and ended with more than 
1 million people in the Seattle 
area dark, cold and without 
power. 

In the time between, San 
Francisco quarterback Alex 
Smith played the best 15 min- 
utes of his young career and 
the 49ers pulled off a stunning 
victory over the Seahawks. 

That Thursday night last 
December won’t be forgotten 
for many involved. 

“PI remember that one,” 
Seahawks’ coach Mike 
Holmgren said this week.

For everything that hap- 
pened, on and off the field 
that night, a chapter would 
probably be more appropriate. 

San Francisco’s 24-14 win 
in Seattle last December was 
notable on many levels. 

The 49ers got their first 
win over their divisional 
rivals in Seattle since Terrell 
Owens yanked a pen from his 
sock in 2002, taking end zone 
celebrations to a new 
extreme. 

The victory was due to 
Smith’s sudden reversal of an 
awful first three quarters, 
playing nearly flawlessly in 
the fourth quarter and leading 
the 49ers to 21 points, throw- 
ing for two touchdowns and 
running for another.

making many plays for him.” 

Kiffin acknowledged there 
weren’t many opportunities in the 
passing game as he relied on the run 
in the second half in order to play a 
field position game against the 
Bears.

Generously listed at 5-foot-9, 
Pedroia became a fan favorite at 
Fenway Park with his 
all-out style. Plus, 
few knew he played 
with a broken left 
hand down the 
stretch. 

“Everyone doubt- 
ed me at every level 
I’ve been to, saying

Pedroia fast enough, my

ROTY enough,” Pedroia 


said. “There’s a lot of 
people that have stuck by me and 
knew deep down in, that there’s some- 
thing about me that makes me a win- 
ning baseball player.” 

Pedroia hit .317 with eight home 
runs and 50 RBIs. He got 24 of the 28 
first-place votes to outdistance Tampa

Braun’s brawn earned him the NL 
award. The slugging third baseman 
from Milwaukee finished two points 
ahead of Tulowitzki, Colorado’s 
sparkplug shortstop.

Sunday night, then woke up early at 
his condo in Santa Monica, Calif., and 
went for a jog to ease his “nervous 
energy.” 

“I had no idea what the vote would 
be based on,” he said. “I knew that it 
would be a close vote.” 

Braun received 17 of 32 first-place 
votes and finished with 128 points. 
Tulowitzki got 15 first-place votes and 
126 points. Ballots were completed by 
the end of the regular season, before 
Pedroia and Tulowitzki met in the 
World Series. 

“To show you how good Ryan was, 
in any other year Troy Tulowitzki 
would have won hands down,” 
Brewers general manager Doug 
Melvin said. 

Called up from Triple-A in late 
May, Braun hit .324 with 34 home 
runs and 97 RBIs. The Brewers led the 
majors in homers this season and 
stayed in contention for the NL 
Central championship until the final 
week.

SEATTLE — At countless 
moments during his first three 
seasons running the San 
Francisco 49ers, Mike Nolan 
has wondered what his father 
would do. 

Whether facing a player’s 
defiance, a personnel 
quandary or even a down-and- 
distance dilemma, part of this 
veteran NFL coach still craves 
advice from Dick Nolan, who 
had the same job his son now 
holds for eight seasons — 
through 54 wins, 53 losses 
and a cultural revolution in 
San Francisco. 

Yet even before the father 
died Sunday, the son couldn’t 
ask. 

Alzheimer’s disease took 
Dick Nolan away from his 
family many months before 
his death. 

The father who beamed 
with pride when his son got 
both men’s dream job in 
January 2005 rarely emerged 
in recent months. 

“They say with 
(Alzheimer’s), you die twice,” 
Nolan said recently. “That’s 
true.” 

Dick Nolan, a hard-hitting 
NFL safety before getting into 
coaching, left a bigger legacy 
than his six children and a 
long list of loyal teammates 
and grateful players. 

He left his kids with a few 
firm ways of looking at life 
and coaching — lessons his 
third child still values dearly. 
Though Mike Nolan can’t ask, 
he still has an idea what his 
father would do in most situa- 
tions, based on four decades 
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under pelting rain. Trees and 
branches littered roadways, 
often bringing down power 
lines with them. 

About 30 minutes before 
kickoff, a power surge briefly 
knocked out power to the 
large video screens at both 
ends of the stadium and to 
many of the electronic adver- 
tisements inside. 

The game was nearly 
delayed when storm drains 
outside the stadium backed up 
and the rain started to collect 
underneath the stadium’s syn- 
thetic turf, causing pockets to 
bubble. 

The deluge of rain in the 
afternoon was only the pre- 
cursor. 

Damaging winds of nearly 
70 mph that hit later — after 
the game, while fans were dri- 
ving home — crippled much 
of Western Washington. 

Fans and players alike told 
tales of dodging falling tree 
branches or drooping power 
lines, only to arrive at a home 
most likely without power. 

“Fortunately, I had a gener- 


of watching the man he grew 
up hoping to emulate. 

“I know his father was a 
big influence in his life, in the 
way he looks at things,” 49ers 
owner John York said recent- 
ly. “I’ve always admired that 
about Mike.” 

The son clearly figured his 
father would approve when he 
decided to coach the 49ers 
against the Seattle Seahawks 
on Monday night. As Nolan 
stood on the Qwest Field side- 
line before the game, he 
received good wishes from 
dozens of players and coaches 
on both teams. 

Mike Nolan first figured 
out his father was more than 
just his father when he was a 
9-year-old ballboy sitting 
wide-eyed in the 49ers’ team 
meetings. 

As everyone from Dan 
Reeves to John Brodie could 
attest, Dick Nolan handled 
most everything in his coach- 
ing career and his real life 
with inexhaustible amounts of 
patience and hard work — 
two traits he shared with long- 
time friend and colleague, 
Tom Landry. 

“He was as tough as any 
man I’ve ever known when it 
comes to effort expended,” 
said Brodie, the 49ers’ best 
player before Bill Walsh and 
Joe Montana transformed the 
franchise in the 1980s. “You 
could measure success by 
time invested in getting a job 
done, Dick would be at the top 
of the list. He drove himself 
relentlessly.” 

Yet Dick Nolan’s six kids 
never doubted his love for

their mother, Ann. The couple 
doted on each other and their 
six children, who all knew 
every job was temporary and 
every home an impermanent 
resting place. 

That’s why Nolan usually 
catches a morning ride with 
his wife, Kathy, from their 
home in Saratoga, Calif., to 
the 49ers’ training complex in 
Santa Clara. 

They discuss their days and 
their four children, but mostly 
enjoy each other’s company 
— a rarity in the lifestyle 
they’ve chosen. 

“Coaching is temporary, 
but family is forever,” Nolan 
said. 

Most 49ers fans know 
Mike Nolan wears suits and 
ties on game day for reasons 
other than vanity. 

His father came up in the 
time of Tom Landry, Vince 
Lombardi and their peers 
whose dignified dress often 
matched the fans, and whose 
authority was obvious in an 
American era when authority 
figures were dwindling in 
popularity. 

When the summer of ’69 
hit San Francisco as the excla- 
mation point on a period of 
remarkable cultural upheaval, 
Dick Nolan was the authority 
figure in charge of the city’s 
team in the nation’s most mil- 
itaristic sport. 

The 49ers played their 
home games just a few blocks 
from the corner of Haight and 
Ashbury, and the cultural dis- 
sonance could have been

ator,” Seahawks linebacker 
Julian Peterson said. 

It was the capper to a weird 
year of weather for the 
Seahawks three primetime 
home games. 

Earlier in the season, a con- 
sistent rain pelted a Monday 
night game against the 
Oakland Raiders, only to be 
topped by a snowstorm that 
blanketed the area on another 
Monday night against Green 
Bay. 

Those storms were more of 
a nuisance. 

Fans leaving after the game 
against Green Bay spent 
upward of 6 hours on the 
highways just to travel 30 
miles. 

The December blast caused 
serious damage. 

Power was knocked out to 
1.5 million utility customers, 
some who didn’t get their 


power back until after 
Christmas, nearly two weeks 
later. 

Fourteen deaths were 
attributed to the storm in 
Washington state, with several 
people being struck by falling 
trees or succumbing to carbon 
monoxide poisoning while 
trying to heat their homes. 

Even the Seahawks were 
affected, aside from the loss.

Oil spill: Did ship’s pilot underplay crash damage?

SAN FRANCISCO 
Investigators want to know if 
a harbor pilot under investiga- 
tion in San Francisco Bay’s 
biggest oil spill in nearly two 
decades initially played down 
the damage to his ship, Coast 
Guard officials said Monday. 

Immediately after the 
Cosco Busan struck the Bay 
Bridge last week, Capt. John 
Cota quickly radioed authori- 
ties to report the vessel had 
“touched” the bridge, accord- 
ing to an official with knowl- 
edge of the investigation. 

“Traffic, we just touched 
the delta span,” Cota said, 
according to the official, who 
spoke on condition of 
anonymity because of the 
ongoing criminal probe. Cota 
was referring to one of four 
supports beneath the bridge’s 
western section. 

The impact caused no 
structural damage to the 
bridge, but it opened a 90-foot 
gash in the hull of the ship and 
ruptured its fuel tank, dump- 
ing 58,000 gallons into the 
bay and fouling miles of 
coastline and killing dozens of 
shorebirds. 

“The comments made or 
the actions taken by individu- 
als are all things that they 
could be held accountable 
for,” said Rear Adm. Craig 
Bone, the top Coast Guard 
officer in California. 

Sr. Chief Petty Officer 


Keith Alholm, a Coast Guard 
spokesman, said “one of the 
aspects of the investigation is, 
were the reports made accu- 
rate” following the collision. 

But Cota’s lawyer said his 
client did not immediately 
realize the severity of the 
crash. 

“He has told me you could 
hardly feel anything on the 
ship and he must have 
assumed from that that there 
wasn’t much damage,” attor- 
ney John Meadows said. “The 
ship didn’t roll. There wasn’t a 
loud sound.” 

Federal prosecutors investi- 
gating the incident are focus- 
ing on problems involving 
management and communica- 
tion between the officers on 
the ship’s bridge at the time of 
the crash. Among other things, 
the ship was under new own- 
ership and management, and 
the crew’s experience on the 
vessel appears to have been 
limited, officials said. 

Crew members were ques- 
tioned on board the vessel 
beginning Sunday, said Coast 
Guard attorney Christopher 
Tribolet. 

The Coast Guard notified 


the U.S. attorney’s office 
Saturday about problems 
involving coordination 


between the officers on the 
ship’s bridge at the time of the 
crash. Scott Schools, the act- 
ing U.S. attorney for Northern 
California, confirmed that his 
office was asked to investi- 
gate, but declined to elaborate. 


Federal prosecutors investigating the incident 
are focusing on problems involving manage- 
ment and communication between the offi- 
cers on the ship’s bridge at the time of the 


crash. 


Bone said the owners and 
operators of the ship would 
also unquestionably face civil 
penalities. 

“I know we have a civil 
penalty just because we have a 
spill,” he said. “There will at 
least be a civil penalty action, 
if not a criminal.” 

Cota has met several times 
with Coast Guard investiga- 
tors and was slated to meet for 
the first time Monday with 


investigators from the 
National Transportation 
Safety Board. The Coast 


Guard ceded its normal role as 
primary safety investigative 
agency to the NTSB to avoid a 
perception that “we were 
investigating ourselves,” 
Bone said. 

The agency has been criti- 
cized for waiting hours before 
telling the public the spill was 
hundreds of times larger than 
the 140 gallons it initially 
reported. Bone has acknowl- 
edged errors in its communi- 
cations with local officials, 
but insisted the Coast Guard 
responded urgently to the 
spill. 

On Monday, House 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi, D- 
Calif., questioned the Coast 


Guard’s response, specifically 
the time lapse in releasing the 
full extent of the spill to the 
public. 

“We have very, very serious 
concerns about how this tran- 
spired and the timing,” Pelosi 
said in a news conference on 
shore of San Francisco Bay, in 
the shadow of the Golden 
Gate Bridge. “There are many 
questions that have been 
raised.” 

Pelosi was joined by sever- 
al other members of the Bay 
Area’s congressional delega- 
tion, as well as Commandant 
Adm. Thad Allen, the Coast 
Guard’s top officer, who pre- 
viously said he thought the 
agency’s response to the spill 
was “by the book.” 

Most charges — civil or 
criminal — would likely fall 
under the negligence provi- 
sions of the Clean Water Act 
and the Oil Pollution Act, said 
John Kimball, a veteran New 
York maritime lawyer and 
expert in ship collisions. 

Under both statutes, no one 
held responsible would be 
likely to face jail time, since 
negligence does not rise above 
a misdemeanor, he said. 

The most severe criminal 


Willits 
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members agreed. 

During the public expres- 
sion portion of the meeting, 
about 25 Willits teachers 
entered the Willits High 
School cafetorium and lis- 
tened while half a dozen 
teachers read prepared state- 
ments. 

The statements reminded 
board members that with 
inflation as it is, teachers 
receiving a 1.5 percent salary 
increase were actually losing 
money. The Consumer Price 
Index for all U.S. cities has 
increased 2.8 percent since 
September 2006. 


“Two years ago, Willits 
teachers agreed to give up our 
guaranteed adjustment to our 
COLAs,” said Baechtel Grove 
Middle School teacher Alex 
Carlon. “It’s a little bit insult- 
ing to me that, while the dis- 
trict got a 4.5 percent COLA 
increase from the state, you 
are offering us 1.5.” 

One Willits teacher criti- 
cized Trustee Bob Harper for 
allegedly saying “We need to 
go over the numbers and then 
we will see if our teachers 
deserve a raise.” The teacher 
reminded Harper (who contin- 
ues to teach mathematics at 
the college level) how hard it 
is to teach elementary school 
children, to deal with unruly 
students and to meet the ever- 
increasing bar of state stan- 


dards. The teacher felt for 
Harper to use the word 
“deserve” was patronizing 
Willits teachers. 

Harper defended himself. 
“I think it is unfair to make 
salary negotiations a matter of 
“honoring teachers,” Harper 
said. “I know I honor teachers, 
and I know the other board 
members do, too. It’s a matter 
of mathematics and money. I 
think it’s a matter of, if we had 
the money, if the numbers 
were there, we could give you 
a better offer and we would 
want to give you a better offer. 
But the numbers won’t let us. 

“To spend, on a long-term 
commitment, money that is 
not there, that would be irre- 
sponsible,” Harper said. 


Harper challenged Nunez 
and Haschak to go over the 
district’s numbers and to find 
out if Aguilar had made a mis- 
take. Nunez responded that 
the WTA has the numbers that 
Harper wants. “We have those 
numbers. I believe the num- 
bers you are seeking are there 
and I would be happy to show 
them to you,” Nunez said. 

According to a memoran- 
dum to the board provided by 
Aguilar, all district bargaining 
units, including teachers, 
received a 5 percent salary 
increase in 2005/2006 and a 
3.5 percent increase in 
2006/07. 

The district and the teach- 
ers’ representatives are sched- 
uled to meet on November 15. 


Run 
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efforts at the city level 
stymied by the county. 
“Deciding to run was a 
major step and one factor has 
been my reluctance to leave 
the City Council,” he said. 
“It’s become clear to me that 
we can do everything right at 
the City Council level and our 


efforts can still be undermined 
by major development that the 
city has no control over.” 
McCowen said he takes 
particular exception to what 
he sees as Wattenburger’s sup- 
port of the possibility of large- 
scale retail development at the 
former Masonite site. 
“Masonite retail develop- 
ment would threaten city 
finances,” he said. “That 
development and the housing 
on Lover’s Lane would create 
more impact on city services. 


So, the real reason I’m run- 
ning is to try and safeguard 
the interest of the city and the 
citizens of Ukiah and provide 
effective representation on the 
Board of Supervisors.” 

McCowen said had 
Wattenburger voted a different 
way, he wouldn’t currently be 
seeking the office. 

‘Td be a lot less likely to 
run if (Wattenburger’s) votes 
were reversed,” he said. 

McCowen said he will be 
holding an open house regard- 


ing his candidacy from 5:15 to 
7 p.m. Wednesday at 617 W. 
Clay St. 

Meanwhile, Clifton is 
scheduled to kick off her cam- 
paign at 10 a.m. today in front 
of the county administration 
center at 501 Low Gap Road.

penalties in recent oil spills, 
including jail, have been 
meted out not because of the 
spills themselves but because 
those responsible have lied to 
investigators or tried to cover 
up details, Kimball said. 

Federal prosecutors have 
also often used the Refuse 
Act, which regulates waste 
disposal, and the Migratory 
Bird Treaty Act to impose 
massive fines in past oil spills, 
including the 1989 Exxon 
Valdez spill in Alaska. 

In August, the owner of a 
freighter that spilled 340,000 
gallons of fuel off an Aleutian 
island received a $10 million 
fine after pleading guilty to 
misdemeanor violations of the 
refuse and migratory bird acts. 
More than 1,600 birds and six 
sea otters were found dead 
after that 2004 spill. 

Stull, civil damages are 
likely to dwarf criminal penal- 
ties in any oil spill, according 
to maritime legal experts. The 
owner of the freighter, IMC 
Shipping Co. Pte. Ltd. (IMC) 
of Singapore, paid more than 
$100 million in cleanup costs. 

In the Exxon Valdez case, 
Exxon Mobil Corp. agreed to 
pay $100 million in its settle- 
ment of criminal charges; 
meanwhile, the U.S. Supreme 
Court agreed last month 
whether to decide whether the 


company should pay $2.5 bil- 
lion in punitive damages to 
the spill’s victims. 

Scattered, shiny slicks of 
oil were still floating on the 
bay and in the Pacific Ocean. 
Crews in hazmat suits were 
working to clean up the shore- 
line, and several beaches 
remained closed. 

The Drakes Bay Oyster 
Co., one of the state’s largest 
oyster farms, stopped harvest- 
ing its shellfish after gobs of 
oil were found near its loca- 
tion in the Point Reyes 
National Seashore. And the 
bay’s crab fishermen were 
also awaiting word from Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger on 
their request to close the com- 
mercial Dungeness crab sea- 
son, which was slated to start 
this week 

More than 12,000 gallons 
of oil had been recovered by 
Monday, but much of the oil 
never will be, the Coast Guard 
said. Some will evaporate or 
dissipate and be absorbed into 
the ecosystem. 

Last Wednesday’s spill was 
the biggest since 1988, when 
400,000 gallons of oil spilled 
when a Shell refinery drain 
line broke. Another spill in 
1996 poured 40,000 gallons of 
oil into the bay from a military 
vessel near Pier 70.
